At 
approximately 1811 hours, we responded to 400 Treat Ave on a call of a homeless encampment obstructing the 
sidewalk.

We arrived at the above location and sav^f that a yellow tent was obstructing over half of the northeast sidewalk 
across from 400 Treat Ave, and pedestrians had to enter the roadway In order to walk around the tent.

On 02/11/2016 at approximately 2047 hours, Officer Tweedy #1201 and I were dressed in full police uniform and 
were driving a marked patrol vehicle. We responded to a call regarding a fight between roommates which resulted in 
the 911 caller's hand being broken by the drunken roommate located at 108 Monterey Boulevard. 

Upon our arrival, I met with the 911 caller, later identified as (R/V1) Luis Gongora. He was holding his right hand and 
said, "My finger is broke." I observed Gongora’s right middle finger was swollen and looked abnormal. Gongora told 
me he could not move his finger and his hand was in pain. Gongora pointed towards the doonvay and told me, 'The 
one In the black did it." 

Standing in the doorway was (B1 was the only one in the doorway wearing a black shirt 

and blu^eans^a^ed Gongora |T^^^^^|wa^ne person responsible for breaking his finger and he said, 
'Yes."^^^^^^^He^s were bloodshot and watery and his clothing and breath strongly smelled like an alcoholic

I performed a weapons pat search on^H 
ith negativeresultsJ^^^^B attempted to get up again and I again ordered him to remain seating on 
the chair. Due to|m||^m|invoivement\^ the assault on his roommate and his attempts to leave, I 
handcuffed him. While handcuffingI ordered him He got up and attempted to walk 

away again. Using my academy taught contr ol move, I gra bbed^^^^^^a s left hand whil e passing by me and 
used a twi st lock grip to t he rear and orderedthe ground. his stomacir^^ 

handcuffec^^^^^^B, checking for proper degree of tightness and double locking the handcuffs. did 

not have a complaint of pain or visible injury from the control move. 

With the scene secure. Medic #52 arrived and assessed Gongora's injury. Medic #52 told me Gongora's middle 
finger had some deformity to it and was possibly broken. He refused further treatment and transport. Officer Tweedy 
took pictures of Gongora's injury. I interviewed Gongora and asked him what happened and he told me the following 
in summary: 

At approximately 1700 hours, he returned home from work. Gong ora told me wh en he walked into his house, he saw

intoxicated upon arriving home. Gongora stated he started drinking as well. He estimated three beers within 1700-

# t fist in the face. Gongora told me h^ttempte^o block the punch with his right hand and felt immediate pain to 
right middle finger.

was stupid while punching him. Gongora stated th^igh^i^ed when another roommate, who wished to remain 
anonymous, came out of his room and pushed ^^^^^Haway from Gongora.
